FOR AN INTEROPERABLE COMMUNICATIONS SYSTEM FOR
EMERGENCY RESPONDERS IN THE METROPOLITAN ATLANTA
AREA, AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES.

WHEREAS, major emergencies which require response from multiple public safety
responders, both law enforcement and fire suppression, mandate a communications
system that allows multiple responders to communicate seamlessly via emergency radio
broadcast, and

WHEREAS, the Atlanta Police Department was designated as the lead agency by the
United States Department of Justice Office of Community Oriented policing Services to
apply for grant funding to support an interoperable communications system to
accomplish that purpose, and

WHEREAS, on September 19, 2005, the United States Department of Justice, Office of
Community Oriented Policing Services awarded the Atlanta Police Department a COPS
Interoperability Technology grant in the amount of $6,000,000 to develop an
interoperable communications capacity for the Metropolitan Atlanta region, and

WHEREAS, the Budget Commission of the City of Atlanta has recommended increasing
anticipations and appropriations in the 2005 Intergovernmental Grant Fund Budget by
$8,000,000

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF
ATLANTA, GEORGIA

Justification Statement: The Atlanta Police Department recognized the urgent need for
interoperable radio communications capacity for emergency
responders as a result of the court house shootings in
Downtown Atlanta on March 11, 2005. A number of law
enforcement agencies, including the Atlanta Police Department
responded to the emergency, but a coordinated response was
hampered by lack of a common radio frequency to allow
responding officers to effectively coordinate their response.
This grant will fund equipment upgrades and new radios for
key agencies in the metropolitan area, including law
enforcement, fire suppression and emergency medical services.
Further, this grant will complement interoperability initiatives
already underway that were funded by the Urban Area



Security Initiative grants. (Council had earlier adopted
another ORDINANCE to anticipate and appropriate these
grant funds, but the adopted paper contained an incorrect
center number assigned by the Finance Department, This
ORDINANCE corrects the previous ORDINANCE and
includes a corrected center number.

Background: Since the inception of emergency radio communications,
emergency responders in the metropolitan are, like those all over the country, have
developed their own, stand alone communications systems, with no regard for
compatibility with neighboring jurisdictions. The attacks of September 11, 2001 clearly
demonstrated the deadly consequences of this circumstance. As a result, the United States
Department of Justice, Office Of Community Oriented Policing Services made funding
available to local police agencies to achieve interoperability. The Atlanta Police
Department was designated as the lead agency for this funding, and the Department’s
application was successful and the grant was awarded on September 19, 2005.
